indicated to the township council 
that they want a settlement of 
controversial property disputes. 
From Roches Point, northeast 
along the lakeshore road, doubts 
about the ownership of beach 
strips have been under dispute 
for years. Some beaches iden- 
tified in private beaches are be- 
lieved to be public property. 

This week a letter was present- 
ed to the township council urg- 
ing council to take legal action 
and remove private signs along 
the beaches. 

Another property owner sub- 
mitted a copy of the Smalley 
Survey. The survey which was 
made in 1835 is believed to be 
the final authority since it was 
given legal authority by the 
Quarterly Sessions, the equiva- 
lent to the present provincial 
legislature. If a base line for 
the survey is located, property 
H owners claim that old roads can 
85$ fc re-opened and public anil 
private property can be legally 
identified. 
A letter from Ft. A. Hayworth, 
p2 Symons St, Mlmico, was pros- 
(inted to the council by the clerk 
on Afonday. It states the follow- 
ing: 

'The official plan of Franklin 
Beach (Plan 188) certified as 
being prepared in accordance 
with his Instructions by * S, 
Breuls and accepted by the 
township, registered at the reg- 
istry office in Newmarket, shows 
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Lots in this subdivision were 
sold on the basis of this plan. 
This 68 foot right-o-way includes 
the paved road strip and soma 
sand beach extends beyong the 
water line. In the last two 
years signs have been posted by 
S. Breuls and others claiming 
private ownership of the sand 
beach included in tills 68 fool 
strip. 

"There have been some in- 
stances of people being ordered 
off this area by parties who 
have posted these signs. Sev- 
eral representations have been 
made by property holders to 
council. On different occasions 
council has passed resolutions 
instructing police- and road sup* 
intendent to remove these signs 
but the signs have either not 
been removed or have been re- 
placed. The township legal ad- 
visor has submitted an opinion 
to council that the township road 
right-of-way Is legally 66 feet 
"The township " legal advisor 
hos notified parties posting these 
signs to remove them or face 
legal action. Signs are still 
posted fn spite of this. 

*As a result of the unpleasant 
incidents arising from these 
signs and attempts to exclude 
cottage holders from the beach 
atrip, cottage owners have lost 
rental opportunities and the 
value of property in the Frank- 
lin Beach area is being depreci- 
ated.

King Township Sees 

Difficulties Through

King township may be faced 
with difficult problems from the 

proposed metropolitan plan if

The 14 northern municipalit- 
ies would be represented by 30 
million dollars as against $231 
million in the proposed amalga- 
mation area. 

"Children's aid, York County 
Home for the aged, roads, ad- 
ministration office and costs for 
services would have to be met 
by the northern municipalities 
by a limited budget. We would 
have to live within our income/' 
he said. "We cause 50 percent 
of the trouble, say the southern 
municipalities."

The council passed a resolution 
authorizing the township solici- 
tor, Joseph Vale, to notify thi» 
property owners at Franklin 
Beach who have erected 'private* 
signs in front of their properties 
on the lake shore to remove signs 
within ten days of receiving no- 
tices and, if not removed, to take 
legal actions to have same en- 
forced. 

Mr, Stanley Breuls requested 
that his copy of the "Smalley 
Survey of 1835" be printed and 
the public allowed to judge for 
themselves who had private ac- 
cess to Lake Simcoe, in North 
Gwillimbury, and who did not. 
Mr. Breuls also stated that "th» 
people living on the lakefront in- 
sist on all the privileges to go to 
tho lake and are trying to de- 
prive rightful owners the right 
to go to the lake over so-called 
'private 1 roads to the exclusion of 
all the people in the rear of the 
lakeshore boulevard. 

"Until such a time as the plan- 
ning board strikes a rule for all 
to follow regarding use of tho 
lake and the right-of-way for all 
to go there, there .will still be ex- 
pensive law-suits, friction and 
hard-feeling where there should! 
be harmony and goodwill/ 1 ho 
said. 

Ho added, "In 1022, the owner 
dedicated all streets on plan 188 
to all the public. Private owners 
and the township of North Gwil- 
limbury seek to preserve these 
right-of-ways for their own per- 
sonal use to tho exclusion of all 
others to reach Lake Simcoe". 



Set At $100,000 

King township council has set 
the 1953 road budget at $100,000, 
subject to the approval of the 
department of highways of the 
province. Of this amount, an 
estimated $10,000 would be used 
by the township in constructing 
the south approach to a portable 

bridge. 

It is to be built by the counties 
of York and Simcoe over the Hol- 
land River, at ttie head of the 
fourth concession of King. The 
cost of the $10,000 portable 
bridge would be shared by each 
county, on which an 80 percent 
grant is allowed by the govern- 
ment, " \ 

To the townships of King and 
West Gwillimbury, a 50 percent 
grant is given on the costs of 
building the road approaches. 
King Is responsible for the south 
nnd West Gwillimbury Is respon- 
sible for the northern approach, 
which lies within that municipal- 
ity. , 

A decision to build the bridge 
was made by York and Simcoe 
counties over two years ago, 
thereby directly connecting the 
two counties and Riving a road- 
way leading straight Into Brad- 
ford. Reeve Elton Armstrong 
says King township Is prepared 
to build lis approach as soon as 
West Gwillimbury makes a de- 
cision, 

A clear road across the river 
to the vegetable storage plants 
at Bradford Is Intended to short- 
en tha route for many Marsh 
farmers, officials say. Many of 
them now have to truck via high- 
way No. 11. It will also be a 
saving on the Marsh area roads, 
during breakup spring weather, 
when heavy trucking cuts roads, 
it is believed.

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An important study about 
the smoking habits of Cana- 
dians, made by Prof. D. W. 
Slater, Queen's University, re- 
veals that Canadians smoke 
1,300 manufactured cigarettes 
per capita, as compared with 
2,600 in the V&. 

A 30-cent package of 20 cig- 
arettes would increase the Can- 
adian per capita rate but the 
cost to the consumer would 
be very smalL Smokers would 
pay less in taxes, get more for 
their money, according to the 

Slater report. 

The report indicates that the 
sales increase would return 

the government the same rev- 
enue as at present in about 
four years, due to the higher 
tax rates on manufactured cig- 
arettes than on other forms of 
smoking. 

Canadians smoke about six 
times as many "roll-your- 
owns** as Americans, the rea- 
son being the - high price of 
manufactured cigarettes caused 
by high Canadian taxes. 

In about four yeare time 
there would be increasing re- 
turns from a lowered tobacco 
taxation, to make possible a 
3<Hrent package of 20, say the 
Canadian tobacco growers. Be- 
yond this point, the govern- 
ment would make more money 
every year, they say. The to- 
bacco growers are well organ- 
ized and certainly are making 
themselves heard. 

Personally, it is not the high 
tax or the high price of cigar- 
ettes that bothers us. What 
bothers us are our own smok- 
ing, habits and the fact that we 
smoke too much rather than 
the fact we must pay so much 
for a package of cigarettes. 
And we haven't the patience to 
"roll-our-own". We are afraid 
that our personal attitude is of 
no value to the men in the

bacco growers know what they 
are talking about, unfortun- 
ately.

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MUST SHARE THE BURDEN 

Consideration of existing county and suburban 
roads in the northern municipalities of York County 
would be one of the chief concerns of municipal rep- . 
resentatives, should the formation of a metropolitan 
area of Toronto and its 12 suburbs come about It 
would seem likely that any new metropolitan area 
would share the cost of highways in the northern part 
of the county in an arrangement similar to the present 
one whereby the city shares in the costs of suburban 
north-south roads through the Toronto and York Roads 

Commission. 

The Ontario municipal board's report issued recent- 
ly, recommending the formation of a metropolitan feder- 
ation of Toronto and its suburbs is conspicuous in its 
avoidance of commenting on the effect such a formation 
would have on the financial position of northern muni- 
cipalities. Before any metropolitan federation takes 
place, this problem of financing a northern, reduced 
county should receive, of course, as much attention as 
the financing of the metropolitan area. In the meantime 
northern municipal representatives do not have suf- 
ficient facts to form opinions about a reduced York 
County consisting of the northern municipalities. 

In the municipal board's long report, there is at 
least one brief comment about the effect on the north. 
Commenting on north-south suburban and east-west 
county roads, the report states that there is a need for a 
special adjustment between the proposed metropolitan . 
area and the remaining county. The need arises from 
the fact the northern municipalities, with less than 15 
percent of the county equalized assessment, would have 
to assume the county's portion of the cost of mainten- 
ance of nearly 60 percent of the mileage of existing 
county and suburban roads. 

.Under the present legislation, the cost of construct- 
ion and maintenance of approved county roads is shared 
equally by the county and the province. The province 
also pays half of the cost of constructing and maintain- 
ing suburban roads and the balance is shared equally 
by the city and the county. There are 331.48 miles of 
county and suburban roads in the county at present but 
129.91 miles of north-south- suburban roads and 69.98 
miles of east-west county roads totalling nearly 200 
miles, are located in northern municipalities. 

This extensive road system was built by the larg- 
est and wealthiest county in the province and the very 
high percentage of suburban road mileage clearly shows 
the effect of the substantial contributions of the city 
in the past. It is very evident that this large mileage 
of improved arterial roads was built by the county in 
good faith and on the assumption that the very great 
concentration of taxable assessment in the suburbs 
would be available to meet the large part of the cost of 

future maintenance. 

The report states that the municipal board feels it 
would be highly inequitable to require the remaining 
county to pay half the cost of future maintenance of the 

northern county roads and the metropolitan area as a 
whole should, in all fairness, be required to make some 
financial compensation to the remaining county. , # 

Compensation could be made either by way of a 
cash settlement or an annual contribution with the 
amount determined by mutual agreement and in default 
of the board, the report suggests. 

It would seem fair to argue thai the city and pro- 
posed metropolitan area should continue toVonlribute to 
the upkeep of some northern roads for the same reasons 
that the city of Toronto at the present time contributes to 
road upkeep in the northern part of the county* The 
heaviest traffic on most of the highways in the north- 
ern section will conic* from the metropolitan area. 

- 

. FAITH IN THE COMMUNITY 

Representatives of a certain industry last year 
were looking over the town of Newmarket for a possible 
site for a new plant. It was learned that the industrial 
■ representatives had found a suitable temporary build- 
ing in another community so that operations could bo 
started almost immediately. Suitable properly also was 
found available in the same town where a now plant 
could be built. 

Newmarket missed the opportunity for a new In- 
dustry Ixicanse there w*>rc no facilities available, no 
suitable property. This, of course, could not Iw helped. 
The industry had no reason to establish a plant hero 
when an ideal location whs found elsewhere, 

The story now comes back that it was not just co- 
incidence that the other town had a building available. 
And if it had not been for the quick action of progres- 
sive Individuals in the town, there would have been no 
property available, A reliable informant reported that 
a group of chamber of commerce members in the other 
town which is miles away from Newmarket, took action 
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to acquire property for the new industry. They imme- 
diately decided the industry would be an asset to their 
community and raised the necessary funds to purchase 
the property* In fact, it is understood that over 20 
businessmen made temporary investments in the pro- 
perty so. that it was available immediately;. 

This kind of interest and faith in the community 
which these businessmen showed is something which 
Newmarket could use. We are not saying that New- 
market "missed the boat" in the particular case to 
which we referred. But we feel that there is room for 
leadership through spich an organization as a chamber 
of commerce in Newmarket. The responsibility of 
leadership is often left to the elected representatives. 
The elected representatives sometimes lack confidence 
if they see no indication of public opinion. A chamber 
of commerce could easily give elected representatives 
the support they need, whether it is by moral support 
or direct action as in the case we described. 

CONFUSION 

For the second time within two years, the plans for 
a home for the aged which was to have been started 
at Newmarket this year, have been affected by annexa- 
tion or metropolitan federation proposals. 

Most of the members of the county council were 
immediately opposed to the federation proposal. Tor- 
onto city council is opposed to it, except for the mayor. 
As some members of county council have already said, 
how can municipal representatives be expected to form 
an opinion on the subject in a few days or weeks when 
it took an army of specialists three years to make a 
decision ? 

LAKESHORE SOLUTION? 

Properties along the shoreline of Lake Simcoe have 
been the subject of numberless disputes for years. 
There are few places which have been considered open 
to the public and there are not enough open beaches to 
accommodate the residents of the township and visiting 
tourists in the summer who want to swim or hold pic- 
nics. 

Private property signs have been put up by owners 
who thought they had private control over beaches and 
they have been torn down by those who disagree with 
them. No one seemed to know whether beaches from 
Roches Point to Jackson's Point were private or public. 
Disputes about the beaches along the lakeshore highway 
have develoj>ed into angry battles. 

Now there is some indication from property owners 
in North Gwillimbury that the ontire matter should 
and can be cleared up. Investigations by individuals 
have produced a jumble of information but the present 
known authority seems to go back to a historic docu- 
ment known as tho Smalley Survey, a provincial gov- 
ernment survey which came into being during the Quar- 
ter Sessions of 1835. There is an opinion that this 
survey, being a government survey, is the final author- 
ity and that if tho common baseline for this survey 
is located, all tho troubles over North Gwillimbury 
beaches would be solved. 

There is an opinion that if this survey wove still in 
effect, any other plans or surveys would bo subject to 
it legally. There has now been an expression of opinion 
thai the whole matter of the beaches, whether they are 
public or private, should be cleared up. If there is any 
chance of solving tho riddle by legal investigation, tho 
township administration should lake it now, 

A LESSON FROM TORONTO 

(Financial Post) 

Scores of other Canadian cities might well learn 
a lesson from Toronto's experience in growing up. 

Today tho largest centre in Ontario finds itself al- 
most completely surrounded with mora than a dozen 
independent suburbs, with costly and unnecessary dup- 
lications in all sorts of civic services, with industrial 
business and residential areas badlyjumbled and traffic

congestion getting steadily worse. 

The situation has developed to a point whore only 
a major overhaul can cure it and that is not likely to 
be accepted without a long and bitter dispute. 

The trouble goes back at least 40 years, when tho 
last substantial outlying area was annexed to the city. 
, From then on suburbs and parent city proceeded on the 
false assumption that each were separate communities* 
Now after this individual development they are beginn-. 
ing to realize that they are all in tho same boat and a 
mighty crowded boat at that. 

Eventually these areas must revert to the original 
policy of growing up together as a single community. 
Whether that means outright annexation or something 
more gradual in tho end the result will be the same. 







Cows* horns once served a useful purpose but western farmers, 
concerned wth shipping and other problems, now regard them as 
a nuisance, and are penalizing them as such. In Saskatchewan a 
fund has been built up by docking $2 from the sale price of each 
horned animal put through the stockyards to encourage stockmen 
to dehorn their cattle. In Alberta the penalty is $1, In both pro- 
vinces money obtained from penalties Ls used by the provincial 
governments for livestock improvement, such as assistance to pur- 
chasers of commercial bulls and in artificial breeding work. Homed 
cattle, in shipping and in stockyards, use their horns to bruise and 
tear other cattle. Dehorning can be done in calf hood by rubbing 
a chemical preparation over the budding horns or "buttons". Saws 
and similar dehorning instruments are used on adult cattle with 
horns.

Freedom Off Press 

A 'good deal is said of a transitory nature and 
consequently is soon forgotten. Occasionally something 
is said that sticks, for the reason that it has been in 
the minds of many people for a long time, but they have 
waited for someone to become vocal about it. Such an 
instance is before us now.

We refer to the attack recently 
made by Rev. Gordon Smyth, Un- 
ited church pastor, Yonge St., 

Toronto, on the Increasing tend- 
ency to commercialize funerals 

and to lavish heavy expenses on 

flowers for the dead. It requires 
moral bravery to speak out in 
terms of denunciation such as 
those used by Rev. Smyth in a 
recent address to his Sunday 
morning congregation and the 
reverend gentleman is to be con- 
gratulated on his courage. 

He is reported to have suggest- 
ed that Protestants not criticize 
Roman Catholics and their pay- 
ing for mass cards when they 
see "up to $1,000 in flowers lav- 
ished on a single Protestant fun- 
eral," and added that "as a matter 
of fact we can take a leaf out of 
the Catholic book." He said also 
that "there is too much hush-hush 
about death," and that the atti- 
tude to it is "pathological and 
unhealthy". 
A Money Kaefeet 

Rev. Smyth had some strong 
words of denunciation for certain 
types of advertising by commer- 
cially-minded funeral directors. 
He said he had "received an ad- 
vertisement from one funeral 
director which stressed that his 
parlor had a private compartment 
for the bereaved family, from 
which the mourners might look 
out on the congregation without 
being seen/' 

In a caustic comment, Rev. 
Smyth eahl: "What have they in 
mind? A game of hide-and-seek 
or the worship of God, which is 
our refuge and strength?" 

There is increasing evidence of 
the evils of commercialism taking 
hold of the emotional tensions 
Inseparable from death. To put 
U in plain terms, there is a cer- 
tain type of funeral director who 
displays a keen resolution to ex- 
tract as much profit out of the 
necessities of burial as his busi- 
ness acumen can command.. So 
much so that burial of the dead 
is becoming a money racket. 

"The bereaved are showered 
with attention from the time of 
the death to the funeral," says 
Rev. Gordon Smyth, "but it is 
afterwards, when they ore alone, 
that they need comfort and com- 
pany." 
Gaudy flteplay* 

Death is the last solemn act 
and it, of all things, should be 
free from gaudy displays. We 
speak only for ourself, but for 
years we have felt strongly on 
the subject that hs evoked such 
strong comment from the United 
church pastor. We have never 
. concealed our desires from our 
relatives that when finis comes 
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•to us there shall be only simplic- 
ity and no "moaning at the bar". 
We have a deep dislike of dis- 
plays on these solemn occasions, 

where, we think, extreme priv- 
acy, few words, no flowers and 
no peeking should be the rule. 
Death is not a carnival; it is the 
end and should be so respected. 
We might add to this,, since we 
are writing frankly on a matter 
common to all mortals, that for 
many years we have believed in 
cremation as against burial. 

We would be remembered, if 
possible, not for the last scene, 
but for any action or word of 
usefulness performed or written. 

Go On Barkinsr! 

Since, as Charles Lamb wrote, 
"a live dog is better than a dead 
lion," we will continue to do 
some barking for. as long as we 
may. This time we will bark 
through the medium of "The 
Municipal Council in Ontario" 
booklet, a clipping from which a 
reader of Aurora News Page has 
been good enough to put in our 
hands. 

The clipping concerns the work 
of the press in municipal matters, 
and here are some quotations 
which we applaud. "While it 
holds no official position in muni- 
cipal government the press plays 
an important and useful part in 
its operation. It is largely through 
the columns of the newspaper 
that the citizens obtain their in- 
formation with respect to what 
matters are being dealt with by 
their council and their disposi- 
tion. 

"In this v/ay the press serves 
as a connecting link between the 
council and its people and serves 
to protect the electors and tax- 
payers by keeping councils under 

close scrutiny. 

"While the representatives of 
the press have no special rights 
they have the same rights of at- 
tendance at council meetings and 
access to public records as other 
inhabitants of the municipality. 
Although the representatives of 
the press may be excluded from 
committee meetings* experience 
shows in the long run, in most 
matters, it is better to have the 
representatives of the newspap- 
ers get the correct story first 
hand than to get a garbled ver- 
sion of the proceedings by Indir- 
ect means, 

"Most newspapers can be re- 
lied upon not to publish infor- 
mation which is clearly not in 
the public interest to have pub- 
lished. In fairness to the rep- 
resentatives of the press, how* 
ever, it should he remembered 
that their business Is to get news 
and necessarily to print only 
what the council or a member of 
council wants to be published. 

"There is probably no other 
agency in a community that can 
do more to promote or obstruct 
good -municipal government than 
the local press."

PETTY JEALOUSIES 

It is a pity that petty jealousies intrude so much 
upon public affairs, but there is no denying that such 
is the case. Someone does a good job in the public m- 
terest Because of the stand he has taken he receives 

newspaper publicity and there petty jealousy begins. 
"Why is he receiving so much notice?" ask the jealous- 
minded, and the rot starts. , 

Why shouldn't a man or a woman in public life, who 
displays a capacity for useful public service, receive 
more attention than the drones? The drones are all too 
numerous. You find them on all public bodies. They 
sit around mouthing the time-worn platitudes, follow- 
ing the cue which they think will be to their own best 
interests. When someone lets off a healthy "blast" they 
denounce him as a "trouble maker," 

Or they use other less obvious methods for his dis- 
posal. If they cannot silence him, they will use what- 
ever means they can to eliminate him. They use back- 
door methods. They line up against him and vote him 
down. These are the cagey fellows who have gotten 
themselves into office, not for the public interest but 
only for their own interests. For some reason or other 
they have an axe to grind. 

By what test shall a public man be judged? One 
immediate proof of his sincerity will be his readiness 
to give credit where credit is due. If his neighbor in 
office does a good job, he will speak up for him with 
words of commendation. Further than that, he will 
put his praise into practice by assisting in promoting 
him, so that he will do further useful work. Above all, 
he will not be jealous-minded. He will prove himself 
a man, not a maggot.

The other week we set down a few thoughts on 
what we called "The Way to Health." There was noth- 
ing scientific in what we had to say. What we wrote 
we have tried ourselves to practice for many years, in 
far ease with satisfactory results. Something more wc 

would like to say, and here it is. 

We have known a few men who have retired after 
successful lives spent in business. Some of them have 
not lived long after the break. Having grown Into a 
rut they could not survive its dismemberment. They 
have found time hanging on their hands, not knowing 
what to do with it. Or they have. taken up some other 
pursuit to fill the empty void and worn themselves out 
in the process. 

The mind keeps the body going. A healthy mind 
and a healthy body nearly always go together. If 
there is a likelihood that a man will retire at a certain 
age from an avocation he has followed through the 
major part of a lifetime, he should prepare in advance 
for the change. He should have something to turn to 
to keep his miud employed, When he is past sixty he 
should not he thinking of manual work as a "hobby," 
unless he is a physical phenomenon and they arc rare at 

sixty. 

An example of dangerous living after retirement 

occurs to us in the case of a valued friend. For many 
years he held an important position as an accountant. 
After retirement he took it easy for a time. Then he 
built himself a new homo with a large garden attached. 
He was warned that the garden would wear him out* It 
did. It gave him two seasons only. 

As one grows older it ia imperative that physical 
effort should be modified. A garden spade can be a 
pleasure; but it can also bo a killer for those who, in 
their years of "retirement", abuse it. 

WHO READS THEM NOW? 

Authors, like last year's row of runner beans, come 
and go. Some of them come on to the stage of public 
favor in a lihusc of such acclamation Unit it might seem 
that they would atay popular forever. Then there comes 
a change in the fashion of reading and their names 
dl»appear from notice. For there is a fashion in read- 
ing just as there are changes in the fashions of the 

clothes wo wear. 

In the early twenties there was D. II, Lawrence and 
his neurotic explorations of inhibitions, of extroverta 
and introverts, Out of the gloomy introspective mirage 
in which his sensitive mind was employed, there did 
come one fine healthy book. It was entitled "Twilight 
in Italy", and it# pages contain somo of tho finest prose 
in tho English language. But a fulr question is: Who 
reads Lawrence today? 

One of the most prolific of all contemporary writ- 
1 era in Hilalro Belloe, He wrote a great travel book, 
packed with philosophical reflections and it is called 
"Tho Path to Homo," Ho wrote another great book in 
brief form called "Tho Servile State," in which he pre- 
dicted what has already been realised, namely, the soc- 
ialization and growth of communism in many parts of 
tho world, We wonder If many people read Belloe 

today? 

Who reads George GlfMing today? Yot he was a 
great wrltter and his "Private Papers of Henry Rye* 
croft" is among the classics, la there aybody today who 
readH Thomas Cariyle? It could bo that few people on 
this continent have over hoard of him. Vet half a 
century ago his iiamo was m familiar as that of Queen 
Victoria. Who reads his contemporary, John Uuskln? 
And do many people now read Charlea Dickens? 

At present wo nro reading a very modern work. It 
is Pope's Essay On Man. It wits published about 225 
yearn ago, Tho reason why It ia still "modern" is be- 
cauao human nature has not changed, a subject which 

Pope most deeply undentood.

To Mr. Sliver it was a revisit- 
ing of scenes made familiar in 
World War I and by picture and 
his ability as ' a raconteur he 
made us see the fearful ruin 
modern war can wreak on city, 
town and countryside and that 
without the atomic. bomb! 

One saw the shells of magnifi- 
cent buildings, gutted, but still 
standing, a menace to the people 
today. It was strange to see 
often, amid the wreckage of a 
city that a church will still 
stand serene, solemn, pointing to 
the eternal verities which even 
war cannot touch. 

The small, intensively worked 
farms, often worked with out- 
moded methods, were intriguing. 
The canals, on which, in barges, 
so many folk live out 'their 
lives, the glory of the snow- 
capped mountains, the limpid 
beauty of the lakes, the ruined 
castles atop seemingly inacces- 
sible mountains, all combined to 
transport us to the side' of Mr.

Canadian National Institute for 
the Blind have been sponsoring 
White Cane Weeek since 1946. 

Blindness, as defined by the 
Federal Government, is roughly 
10 per cent of normal vision or 
less. Thus, you may often meet 
a person carrying a white cane 
who has some sight. In prac- 
tically all parts ot Canada, It is 
illegal for anyone to carry a 
white cane, unless he Is regis- 
tered with the C.N.I.B, There- 
fore, you may rest asswed that 
any, pgreon so doing, it not to- 
tally blind, Is seriously visually 
handicapped.

understand better their blind 
neighbors, they would find it 
much easier to offer assistance.

One farm we won't forget in a 
hurry, because there we saw 
something that upset all our no- 
tions about cattle breeding. It 
was the farm of J. O. O'Keil, 
just outside Belfast. Mr. O'Neil 
farms his 100 acres just about 
as intensively as 100 acres can 
l>e farmed. With a herd of more 
than 100 Ayrshircs, he was keep- 
ing more than one cow per acre 
without feeding them concen- 
trates. He feeds them only en- 
siloed hay, about 90 pounds per 
day per cow. His hay was cur- 
ed in horizontal silos and was 
testing about 14 percent protein. 
All of which, as you will 




uproot the hedgerows with 
which the English countryside 
abounds. He admitted willingly 
that they were picturesque but 
his practical Canadian eye de- 
cided too much land is wasted 
on either side of the hedges. 
"If they wore my farms," he 
said, "I'd get a bulldozer and 
root them* all out, then replace 
them with on electric or station- 
ary fence of some kind." 

One question I have been ask- 
ed repeatedly since our return 
is "How is the British farmer 
making out?" Though we did 
not have an opportunity to 
speak to what we can loosely! 
refer to as the average farmer, I 
would say that for a long time 
the British farmer hasn't been 
as well off as he is now. Most 
of the farmers we met were 
operating fairly large forms that 
could be called showplaces, but 
all of them agreed they didn't 
want anything to change for a 
while. Though they are up 
against high feed prices they 
have guaranteed markets, with 
government supported prices, 
for everything they can produce. 
That they cannot produce 
enough is easily demonstrated, 
fcggs ore rationed at one and two 
per person per week, depending 
.upon available supplies. They 
cost about 14 cents each., or $1.68 
a dozen. If I tell you that six 
pounds, or $16.50, is a more 
than average weekly salary in 
he British Isles, I don't think 
there is much more I need tell 
you obout the food situation.
